Your  Committee  beg  to  submit  their  Fourth  Annual  Report 
and  Statement  -of  Accounts  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 


1926- 


It  is  with  deep  regret  that  the  Committee  have  to  place  on 
record  the  death  of  Mr.  Max  Parker,  who,  as  a  member  of  the 
various  Committees  rendered  valuable  assistance  to  the  Hospital 
Movement. 


They  reiterate  the  views  expressed  in  previous  Reports, 
namely,  that  no  effort  has  been  or  will  be  spared  in  the  endeavour 
to  conduct  the  affairs  of  the  Institution  as  efficiently  and 
economically  as  possible,  as  well  as  to  provide  for  the  comfort 
and  happiness  of  the  patients  and  staff. 

It  is  a  matter  of  great  satisfaction  to  be  able  to  report  the 
continued  co-operation  and  enthusiasm  with  which  every  effort  on 
behalf  of  the  funds  is  supported  by  all  sections  of  the  community. 
Despite  the  continued  unemployment  in  the  district,  we  are 
pleased  to  be  able  to  record  an  increase  in  our  membership,  as 
many  new  groups  of  workpeople  have  become  associated  with  us 
during  the  past  twelve  months. 

While  the  handicap,  so  far  as  unemployment  is  concerned,  is 
still  with  us,  and  the  future  is  very  uncertain,  we  shall  go  forward 
to  another  years  work  with  the  same  confidence  that  has  brought 
us  through  all  the  stress  and  storm  of  the  past. 

The  following  figures  as  to  patients  treated  at  the  Hospital 
speak  for  themselves,  but  attention  is  directed  to  the  figures 
representing  Out-Patients,  namely,  4,044,  as  compared  with  3,521 
for  1925.

The  Committee  are  pleased  to  have  taken  the  initiative  In  the 
establishment  of  a  Gynaecological  Department,  and  it  is  a  source  of 
great  satisfaction  to  learn  the  immense  value  it  has  been  to  our 
womenfolk. 

The  necessity  of  keeping  pace  with  the  rapid  developments 
now  taking  place  in  the  held  of  Hospital  work,  is  constantly  re¬ 
ceiving  the  attention  of  your  Committee.  Schemes  for  the  equip¬ 
ment  of  a  Massage  Department,  and  a  Sun  and  Ultra-Violet  Ray 
Department,  have  been  under  consideration,  but  it  is  regretted  that 
further  action  has  had  to  be  postponed,  pending  what  we  all  hope 
will  be  an  early  improvement  in  the  financial  condition  in  our 
district.  The  question  of  an  Ambulance  Car  has  also  received 
attention,  for  in  spite  of  the  kind  assistance  afforded  bv  the  Ebbw 
Vale  Steel,  Iron  &  Coal  Co.,  Ltd.,  in  this  respect,  it  is  felt  that  the 
Hospital  is  incomplete  without  its  own  ambulance. 

Despite  the  difficult  conditions  of  raising  revenue  our  total 
income  for  the  year  amounted  to  ^4,418  16s,  10d.  It  will  be 
qbserved  from  the  accounts  that,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the 
various  collieries,  etc.,  were  closed  down  for  some  months,  contri¬ 
butions  from  these  sources  amounted  to  ;64,007  19s.  2d.  Contri¬ 
butions  from  workpeople  generally,  show  a  decrease  of  approxi¬ 
mately  o£2  530.  Under  the  circumstances  the  position  must  be 
regarded  as  satisfactory.  The  total  ordinary  expenditure  amounted 
to  ^5,930  6s.  9d.  The  sum  of  ^389  6s.  3d.  was  allocated  for 
Capital  purposes,  and  Bank  Charges  amounted  to  <^1,051  12s.  Od. 

The  Committee  are  most  grateful  to  all  who  have  interested 
themselves  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital.  They  acknowledge  the 
help  of  the  Local  Doctors,  Workmen  and  their  Secretaries,  Sub¬ 
scribers  and  Donors,  Cashiers,  Wages  Clerks,  Ministers  of  Religion, 
Employers  of  Labour,  and  all  who.  by  their  encouraging  services 
and  co-operation;  have  endeavoured  to  ensure  the  continued 
success  of  the  Hospital. 
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Sincere  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Concert  Parties  who  have 
sacrificed  their  leisure  in  order  to  come  to  the  Hospital  and 
entertain  the  patients.  So  numerous  have  been  the  offers  oi  this 
nature  that  we  have  been  reluctantly  compelled  to  refuse  many, 
but  we  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  who  have  kindly 
offered  their  services. 

The  Ladies’  Linen  League  have  again  been  of  very  great 
assistance  in  providing  articles  of  clothing,  and  helping  forward 
the  work  of  the  Hospital  in  many  other  ways.  The  grateful 
thanks  of  the  Committee  are  tendered  to  the  Officers  and 
Members  of  the  League  for  their  valuable  and  continued  interest 
and  help. 

It  is  the  earnest  desire  of  the  Committee  to  elicit  additional 
co-operation  from  Ministers  of  Religion,  and  the  hope  is  expressed 
that  in  the  near  future  a  Joint  Committee,  representative  of  the 
Churches  and  Chapels  of  the  town,  will  be  formed  with  a  view  to 
initiating  a  Movement  to  organise  a  Hospital  Sunday  each  year. 

We  are  confident  that  the  members  of  the  various  Churches 
will  do  everything  possible  to  promote  such  a  movement. 

It  will  doubtless  be  of  interest  to  all  to  know  that  every  effort 
is  being  made  to  obtain  support  from  all  sections  of  the  com¬ 
munity,  and  every  opportunity  is  provided  for  persons  desirous 
of  becoming  subscribers  to  do  so.  The  Secretary  is  available 
at  all  times  for  the  purpose  of  addressing  meetings  and  explain¬ 
ing  the  working  of  the  contributory  scheme.  (Telephone 
Abertillery  127). 

MEDICAL  AND  NURSING  STAFF. 

The  Statistical  Statement  bears  eloquent  testimony  to  the 
magnificent  work  carried  on  from  day  to  day  by  the  Medical  and 
Surgical  Staff,  and  it  is  fitting  that  an  expression  of  appreciation 
and  the  thanks  of  all  concerned  should  be  accorded  them. 
Especially  would  we  mention  the  valuable  services  rendered  by 
Dr.  John  Dunlop,  the  Surgeon-in-charge. 

The  high  standard  of  nursing  which  has  characterised  the 
Hospital  since  its  inception  has  been  worthily  maintained,  and  we 
congratulate  our  Matron,  Miss  Downing,  and  her  Staff  on  the 
services  they  have  rendered. 

HOUSE  STAFF. 

The  Matron,  with  her  Nursing  and  Domestic  Staff,  have 
carried  out  their  duties  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  your  Com¬ 
mittee.  The  relationship  existing  between  Staff  and  Patients  has 
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been  such  as  to  merit  the  receipt  of  letters  from  patients  testifying 
to  the  kindness  shown  them.  Nothing  gives  greater  pleasure  to 
the  Committee  than  the  large  number  of  letters  we  receive  from 
patients  of  all  ages,  expressing,  in  the  most  sincere  terms,  their 
appreciation  of  the  service  which  it  has  been  our  pleasure  to 
render. 

We  should  like  to  share  some  of  these  messages  with  you  : — 

1 —  “I  write  to  thank  you  and  all  concerned  for  the  kindness 

shown  to  me  during  my  stay  in  Hospital.  Had  I 
keen  a  member  of  the  Royal  Family  I  could  not 
hare  received  more  attention  and  better  treatment ."

in  no  way  affected.  Moreover,  there  has  been  no  lack  of  interest 
on  the  part  of  our  supporters  during  this  year  of  adversity,  and  we 
shall  go  forward  in  the  hope  that,  in  the  coming  months  we  may 
witness  a  steady  improvement  in  trade,  which  will  reflect  to  the 
benefit  of  the  Hospital,  and  the  community  in  general. 

No  record  of  the  Institution  would  be  complete  without 
special  reference  to  the  work  accomplished  by  its  Officers,  Mr.  D. 
Daggar  (Chairman),  and  Mr.  A.  P.  Kocks  (Consulting  Engineer), 
in  which  connections  the  Committee  desire  to  make  public 
acknowledgment  of  the  services  rendered.

Annual  Subscribers  of  Three  Guineas  and  upwards  (and  their 
depend  ants,)  shall  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  Hospital. 
Annual  subscriptions  become  due  on  the  hist  January  in  each  year. 

Any  organisation  within  the  Urban  Area  not  already  con¬ 
tributing  may  become  eligible  for  all  the  privileges  on  the  terms 
already  existing. 

A  donor  of  Fifty  Guineas  and  upwards  shall  be  a  President  or 
Vice-President  for  life.  Subscribers  of  Ten  Guineas  annually 
shall  be  Vice-Presidents  during  the  continuance  of  their 
subscription. 

All  cases  of  a  serious  nature  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital 
immediately.  Telephonic  intimation,  including  a  description  of 
the  nature  of  the  accident  or  disease,  must  be  given  to  the  House 
Surgeon  or  Matron  as  soon  as  possible  (on  or  by  instruction  of  the 
patient’s  medical  adviser),  in  order  to  make  preparation  for  the 
reception  of  the  patient. 

Persons  desiring  admission  to  the  Hospital  in  the  ordinary 
way  must  obtain  (a)  a  note  of  recommendation  from  their  own 

DOCTOR,  (b)  A  NOTE  OF  APPROVAL  SIGNED  BY  THE  SECRETARY. 

No  person  shall  be  admitted  as  a  patient  unless  a  recom¬ 
mendation  note,  signed  by  the  Secretary,  is  produced,  except  in 
cases  of  accident  or  sudden  emergency. 

No  person  shall  be  admitted  or  allowed  to  remain  as  an 
In-Patient  who  may  be  adequately  treated  as  an  Out-Patient. 

No  incurable  or  contagious  cases  shall  be  admitted.
